FIRE AT REFINERY 
| GIVES PAINFUL BURNS 


J. O. ABSHER AND SON. BOTH 
BADLY BURNED AND STILL 
IN HOSPITAL

On Friday morning last a fire oc- 
curred at the Absher refining plant 
| ot the Gipsy Oils Ltd, which is situat 
‘ed at the site of the B.P. No 3B well 
iv which both Mr J. O. Absher, the 
patentee of the Absher refining pro- 
cess and his 18-year-old son Ronald, 
both sustained severe burns. é 

From what we can learn, ,repairs 
‘had been made to a leaky still, and 
this piece of mechanism was being a- 
{gain started up for distillation. In the 
| process of being tested by Mr Absher 
‘he discovered another leak under the 


the damage. 

He was being assisted by his son, 
and the two ment were quickly cover 
ed by sprayed oil. In an instant their 
oil soaked clothing took fire, and they 
'were surrounded by flames. Other em 
'ployees at the plant assisted in drag- 
‘ging the men from under the still and 
| putting out. the fire, but not before 
Mr Absher, senior, had been very 
| badly burned about the head, face and 
upper parts of the body. Ranald was 
‘also a sufferer from bad burns on his 
‘face and back 
While the others were fighting the 
fire around the still, which inciden- 
tally saved the entire plant from de- 
,Struction The young man assisted his 
‘father into an auto and immediately 
| drove to the hospital in town where
